Cantonments — Regulations 

No. 1020. — The following bye-lawH for regulating the 
grazing of animala in the Delhi Cantonment framed by Ihc 
Cantonment Board, Delhi, in exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by clause (21) of section 282 and section 283 of the 
Cantonments Act, 1924 (TI of 1924), and in supersession of 
the bye-laws published vide Chief Commissioner, Delhi, 
Notn. No. 3507 -Education, dated the 20th May 1025, arc 
hereby published for general information, the same having 
been previously published, approved and confirmed by the 
Central Government, as required b> sub-section (1) of sec- 
tkm 284 of the said Act, namely — 

Bye-law s for regulating the grazing of animals in Delhi 
Cantonment 

1, In these bye-inns the word “animal” means an animal 
of. any description except a dog. 

2 No animal shall be grazed on am land except at such 
place or places as may, from time to lime, be set apart b\ 

, the Cantonment Board for this purpose. 

!!. No person shall graze an animal on nny land set apart 
for the purpose, unless he possesses a pass from the Execu- 
tive 1 Officer authorising him to do so 

4. Animals, u hen being driven for grazing in the arcus set 
apart for the purpose, shall be taken by such public roads fts 
tlie Exeeuthe Officer may from time to time proscribe. All 
cow-dung droppings on roads shall bo remoi ed forthwith. 

5, The owner, or the person in charge, of an animal 
grazing on any land set apart for the purpose, shall be 


bound lo keep it under proper euro and control. On no 
account shall the animals be grazed or halted on public 
roads. 

(3. Every animal for which a pass has not been obtained, 
or which is not under proper care and control, found grazing 
on hind, shall be liable to seizure by any servant of the 
Cantonment Board and shall bo sent, within 24 hours, to 
the Cantonment Cattle Pound. The animals, detained at 
the Cattle Pound, shall, be subject to the Provisions of the 
Cattle Tresspass Act, 1871. 

7. The Executive Offioer may grant grazing passes on 
paymeqt in advance of such foes as may, from time to time, 
be fixed by the Cantonment Board. 

8. Every owner, grazier, or person in charge of animals 
permitted under bye-law 8 to graze animals on land set 
apart for the purpose, shall carry the pass with him and 
produce it for inspection when called upon to do so by any 
officer, or servant of the Cantonment Board authorised in 
this behalf, 

P. Grazing between the hours of Minuet and sunrise shall 
not be permitted and any animal found grazing during these 
hours shall be dealt with as provided for in bye-law 0. 

10 On the grounds ol public necessity or as a protection 
to the roots of grass the Executive Officer may by an order 
in writing close the grazing on the whole oi on onv specific 
area. 

11. Owners oi persons in charge of animals shall not 
permit (heir tnnrrmU to damage young trees, shrubs, hedges 
or plants, or am property belonging to Government or to 
the Cantonment Board. 

12. Owners or persons in charge of animals shall at once 
leport the occurrence of any disease among their animals 
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to tho Executive Office), for such steps as he thinks fit to 
take in tho interest of prevention ot spread of such disease 
on the advice of the health authorities. 

13. No grazier or any other person, shall take under 
his/her care more than such number of animals as may 
be prescribed by the Board, from time to time, by public 
notice. Such animals shall be kept under proper control 
while they arc on any public road or street. 

14. Penalty.— Any person committing a contravention ot 
any of these bye-laws shall, on oonvit lion by a Magistrate, 
be punishable with fine which may extend to one hundred 
rupees and, m tho cas^ ot a continuing contravention, with 
an additional tine which may extend to ten rupees for ever\ 
day during which such contravention continues after convic- 
tion for the first such contiv vention.

No. 1520. — The following bye-laws tor the regulation or 
prohibition of traffic in Delhi Cantonment made by the 
Cantonment, Hoard, Delhi, in exercise of the powers con- 
ferred by clause (4) of section 282 and section 283 of the 
Cantonments Act, 1924 (II of 1924), and in supersession ot 
the Notn. of the Chief Commissioner, Delhi, No. 3462- 
Eduoation, dated the 27th May 1925, are published for 
general information, the same having been previously 
published, approved and confirmed by the Central Govern- 
ment as required by sub-section (1) of section 284 of the 
said Act, namely : — 

Bye-laws / or the Regulation, or Prohibition of Traffic in 
Delhi Cantonment 

1. No person under eighteen years of age shall drive a 
motor vehicle, and no person under fifteen years of age shall 
drive a vehicle of any description whether drawn by nn 
animal or propelled by mechanical power 

2 Every person driving, leading or propelling a vehicle 
and every person in charge of an animal passing along any 
path shall, except in a case of actual necessity — 

(a) Keep to the left when passing a vehicle or animal 

approaching from the opposite direction, and 

(b) keep (o the right when passing a vehicle or animal 

proceeding in the same direction as himself 

8 No animal or vehicle shall be ridden or driven on any 
path in a rush and negligent manner. 

4. The maximum speed limits for motor vehicle within 
Cantonment limits shall be as follows — - 

(a) For trucks and lorries, 20 miles per hour 

(b) For other motor vehicles, 30 miles per hour. 

(o) Tnside lhizar Areas and in Kirby Place for both (a) 
and (b), 15 miles per hour. 

o. No person shall drive or propel any vehicle along any 
path under the control of Cantonment Hoard upon which a 
notice prohibiting vehicular traffic is displayed. 

6. No animal or vehicle shall he left on a path without 
being under proper control. 

7. No person shall — 

(a) Cause anv velivlc, with or without on animal har- 

nessed thereto to remain or stand so as to cause 
, obstruction in any path longer than may be necess- 

, ary for loading or unloading, or for taking up or 

setting down passengers; or 

(b) leave or fasten any vehicle or animal so us to cause 

obstruction in any path; or 

i (e) in any other manner wilfully obstruct or cause obs- 
truction to the free passage of any path. 

8. Any of Die following classes of traffic may be prohibited 
either absolutely or during hueh hours as may bo notified by 
the Cantonment Board in this behalf on any road or path 
within Cantonment limits — ■ 

(,») Truck,-, and motor lorries; 

(b) Country Carts; 

(o) Laden animals; and , 

(d) Hand Carts; 

except when actually crossing or proceeding to a bungalow, 
house or shop which cannot be reached by any other road 
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9 N r o peison in charge of a vehicle shall take his vehicle 
or any part thereof on to any footpath that may be reserved 
lor pedestrians or equestrians, and no person leading an 
animal shall take such animal on to any footpath reserved 
lor pedestrians. 

10. No person driving a vehicle on a path shall, unless 
there be reasonable oause for so doing, stop his vehicle at 
any place except close to the edge of that part of suoh path 
as is intended for wheeled traffic. 

11. No person shall take a cart loaded with bricks, knnlcar, 
earth, stones, metal or other loose materials along any path, 
unless tho cart, in order that the contents may not fall to 
the ground, is protected by hoards on all its sides. Similar 
precautions shall also be taken in respect of the loads of 
pack animalH. 

12. Every rider or driver ot a motor vehicle, traction 
engine or steam roller shall, when approaching a horse or 
other animal (whether led, driven, ridden or at large) which 
appears to be restive or frightened thereby, proceed with 
special caution and shall at, once, if required to do so by the 
person, it any, in charge of such horse or animal, slow 
down or stop the vehicle or engine altogether 

13 (1) No bicycle shall be ridden within Cantonments 
limits unless it is provided with a bell, pzoper brakes and 
white painted mudguards or reflector (Rubby light) oil the 
rear mudguards. 

(2) No person riding a bicycle on any path nr public place 
shall cany any other person in any manner whatsoever on 
the same bicycle and no person shall ride or cause or suffer 
himsell to be carried on a bicycle on any path or public place 
except on the ordinary saddle of such machine; provided 
tlinl a child ol tin Wears or under may be carried on 
a bicycle 

14. Penalty. — Any person committing a breach of any of 
these b.ve-laws shall, on conviction by « Magistrate, be 
punishable with fine which may extend to one hundred 
rupees and, in ( be ease ot a continuing contravention, with 
an additional fine which may extend to twenty rupees for 
every day during which such contravention continues after 
conviction for (he first such contravention.

except when actually crossing or proceeding to a bungalow, 
house or shop which cannot be reached by any other road.’’
